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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendments change the metes and bounds of the independent claims by adding the limitation "ongoing" 
to the claims. Since the amendments change the metes and bounds of the claim, further search and/or consideration is required in order 
to make a proper patentability determination. As such, the amendments will not be entered. 

In addition, Applicant argues that the proposed amendments would overcome the cited prior art if entered. Examiner, respectfully, 
disagrees. As Applicant notes, "Webster recognizes the need to change a length of data frames in response to a degree of impairment of 
data frame communication" (page 8, lines 14-24). Although Webster fails to explicitly "recognize a need to account for impairment as to 
time-sensitive information", Webster implicitly includes time-sensitive information in the "data frames" since time-sensitive information is 
a type of data. As such, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that time-sensitive data is subject to dynamic impairments just as 
other types of data are subject to dynamic impairments. 

Further, the amendments to the specification would be entered if submitted in an RCE. Examiner notes that the amendment calls for 
amending "the paragraph beginning at page 1, line 338". The amendment should amend the paragraph beginning at page 1, line 33 
since there is no line 338 on page 1. 
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
